‘ LOAD LINE LA LAW URGED 


The annual report of the Unit- 


, ed States Commissioner of Navi- 


‘gation, which’ shows a further de- 
crease in’ the number of vessels 
of United States register, depre- 
cates the fact that the country has 
no load line law. 

According to the annual’ report 
of the Shipping Board, for every 


ocean-going ship built in the Unit-| 


ed States, fifty are constructed in 
Great, Britain, 

A steady decrease In the nia 
ber of vessels "flying the United 


States’ flag {!s reported by Mr. 


A. J, Tyrer, Commissioner of 
Navigation, in his annual report 
to the Secretary of Commerce. 
On June 80, 1928, the merchant 
marine of the United States, in- 
cluding all kinds of documented 
craft, comprised 25,385 vessels of 
16,683,061 gross tons, of which 
2,836 seagoing vessels of 10,882,793 
gross tons were of 1,000 tons or 
over, compared with 2,447 veasela 
of 21,071 gross tona on June 80, 
1927. 

An‘onalysis of the seagoing ton- 
nage showed 1,984 vessels of 


7,054,297 grogs tons in private 


ownership, against 1,957 ‘with 
6,836,855 gross. tons July 1, 1927, 


‘| and 761 vessels of 4,110,061 gross 


tons owned by the United States 
Shipping Board, against 879 ves- 
sels of 4,539,708 grosa tons. Of 
these totale 1,201 vessels of 
6,161,871 grosa tons ‘were engaged 
in. the / foreign trade - and 1,494 
vessels of 5,002,487 gross tons in 
the coasting trade. 
' Steady Fall Since 1921 
“Since June 1, 1921, when our 
foreign trade tonnage reached ite 
grentest volume, 10,699,596 ,gross 
tons,” the Commissioner points 
out, “there has’ been a ‘steady 
decline, until on June 1, 1928, it 
amounted to only 6,117,565 gross 
tons, falling off of: 4,682,081 
gross tons. The decrease in. the 
foreign trade is due principally to 
the scrapping of large vessels 
which belonged - to the Shipping 
Board and to changes'from foreign 
to coasting trade because of. great- 
er opportunities in that service.”

“It should not be possiblé for 
vassals, U.S, or foreign, to’ place 
additional profit through exces- 
sive loads ahead of the safety of

The report also recommends 
clarification and extehslon of the 
steamboat inspéctidn laws to cover
